each other's arms, lying on the floor 
of the pastor's study in the German 
Baptist church here today, the jani- 
tor of the church discovered the dead 
bodies of Rev. W. C. Rabe, the pastor, 
and-Miss Augusta Busch, a missionary 
and assistant to the pastor.

Outside of this basin is a sinking 


basn, en the bottom of which the d-ock j 
can rest when it is sunk to take in or 
let cut a large skip. The d«pth of 
water in this basin is thirty-two feet 
at high. tide, aucl it took nearly two 
years' work and tho removal of over 
lO.Ol'O cabic yauls ol' leJ^o, to make 
the bottom smooth enough i'cr the 
doe!: to rest on \\ith salt-iy when sunk 
to the extreme cepth. The two basins 
together cost net far rrcra as much as 
the. dc;-k, but they are just as service- 
able as ever fcr a new dock.—I. P. Mil- 
ler in Eccten Sunday Glebe.

MAY BE CONDEMNED. 


Old Balance Deck. Which Has Lifted 


Many War Ships. 


At last after fiity years of faithful 


service, the old Gilbert & Secor bal- 
ance dock at the navy yard is admitted 
by the experts at the yard to be not 
only not "as young as it used to be," 
but not as reliable for the lifting of 
heavy ships. It was in October, 1852, 
just fifty years ago last month, that 
the then new dock was tested, under 
the supervision of officials of the bur- 
eau of construction and repair of the 
navy department, by taking from tho 
water the old sailing ship-of-the-line 
Franklin, of 2257 tons displacement, 
a-nd hauling her out on the ways at the 
head of the dock—the ways on which 
the famous gunboat Kearsarge was 
built in 1SG1, and which have been 
obliterated during the present year in 
the progress of improvement at the 
yard. 


During the Civil war it was in con- 


stant use and of inestimable value, 
and the late Hear Admiral Preble, who 
about 1S77 wrote a history of the navy 
yard, under direction of tho depart- 
ment, said that up to that time more 
than 100 ships had been docked in it 
without damage- or accident. 


The largest vessel ever lifted by the 


dock was tho 'transport Resolute, a 
ship of 4175 tons displacement, then 
belonging to tho navy, but since trans- 
ferred to the army. This was two or 
three years ago. The Resolute was 
over 300 fet long (tho dock itself is 
but 350 feet) and she -towered high 
above, the sides of the structure, but, 
the pine scow handled 
her without 


difficulty or danger. 


But apparently the yard officials are 


getting wary of trusting the- old dock" 
with heavy weights, for when the old 
cruiser Del mil, a third-rate '«hip of 
2089 tons displacement, with her nor- 
mal supply 
of coal on board, was 


wanted to bo docked last week, they 
sent )x>r to Boston for tho purpose in- 
stead of taking her up here. 


Tho Detroit was lil'teil -by the dock 


more than once duiiuc; her .stay at this 
yard, hut that was done while she w?is 
out of commission and comparatively 
light, anil perhaps the official*, after 
her battery, stores and coal were on 
board, considered the risk of trustlriK 
tho dock with so great a woicht In its 
middle too great a ono tr> take, an<!

The largest of this 
grotip of islniuls is, Vieques, or Crab is- 
Inud. l'\e miles from Porto Rico ami 
eight miles from Ciilobra. 
It has a

south' r:i boundary of Vieques suuiul. 


Cuh bra is only about half tho si^.e of 


VicqtKs island, but has been given the 
profciejioo as a naval base on account 
of Its li'ie harbor.

Death valley is to become a 
center of population. 
What 


has been so long prophesied 


has actually arrived, a rush into the 
laiiious region by men who have made 
up their miuds to wrest a fortune from 
the gold, niter and borax mines of the 
valley or lose their lives in the attempt. 


Already several prospectors have lo- 


cated claims after a journey that was 
perilous in the extreme, and hundreds 
tuore are now awaiting an opportunity 
to enter the valley under conditions 
that will give them more than a light- 
ing chance for success. The trouble is 
that many are at present unable to ob- 
tain transport for the supplies neces- 
sary to carry them across the hideous 
waste of land. 


The first man to locate niter claims 


hails from Oakland, and the story of 
his undertaking is of more than pass- 
ing interest. He arrived at Borate 
about a month ago with §200 in his 
pocket. Learning that Borax King 
Smith was fitting out an expedition to 
enter the valley and stake out niter 
beds, this man bought a wagon, horses 
and supplies, spending almost every 
dollar he had. and started for the val- 
ley a day in advance of Smith's party. 
The race that followed was exceeding- 
ly close, but the man from Oakland 
won out, securing the choicest claims 
in the niter district. 


These claims cover land 0,000 feet in 


length and SOO feet in width. It is safe 
to say that they are worth millions, 
for they have been the object of the 
expeditions which Smith and Lord 
Humphreys sent into the valley during 
recent years at an enormous co^t. 


According to prospectors who have 


some knowledge of the valley, there 
is room for hundreds of locations in 
the river beds. 
This is what has 


aroused the interest of the miners. Al- 
most every town is taking on an un- 
wonted aspect of prosperity. 
The ad- 


venturers will have to enter the val- 
ley from one of four towns. Daggett, 
IJallarat, Manvel and rahrump, and 
each of these is experiencing a boom, 
owing to the sudden increase in popu- 
lation.

the niter fields. He says: 


"At one spot on the route the niter 


seekers nm«t descend to a depth of 
t>30 feet below the level of the se.i. 
This spot is a perfect fiorror hole. The 
heat of the sun beats ceaselessly down 
upon it, and there is no brerze to dis- 
turb it. The temperature at noonday 
in the winter in this place rises to 130 
degrees F. 
In the summer time ir 


must approach 200 degrees, but no rec- 
ords have evor bee:i made at that 
time. The niter is found twelve miles 
from Resting Springs ami thrty-ine 
miles from the Devil's Playground. 
The place whore the beds are located 
is perfectly waterlog."

The claim of 112,000 for the 
Greater New York district, and which 
ivas supposed by the republicans to be 
greatly exaggerated, was mere than 
verified, but the claims tor Ene, Al- 
bany and Rennssalaer were not re- 
ponded to. Erie instead of giving 
a democratic plurality as claimed by 
ocal leaders, turned the county over 
to Odell by 5600, a loss from the vote 


iven Judge Van Wyck in 1S9S of 2SOO 
votes. 


Albany county, v.hich gave Odell 


4000 plurality in. a presidential year, 
lad been promised to the democrats 
oy a slight plurality- Instead of that, 
n an off year, it beat its presidential 
vear by 1500, contributing one-half ot 
Odell's plurality in the state. 


Renssalaer county gave yesterday 


a republican plurality of nearly 2000, 
when, because of a local indifference 
a heavy republican slump was expect- 
ed. It is therefore quite apparent that 
to these three counties may be at- 
tributed the election of Gov.

dopted on the same day by the Massa- 
chusetts Republican state convention. 
Efforts were made by a few revision 
nnd reciprocity cranks to secure a dec- 
aratlon in favor of reciprocity with 
Canada and an immediate revision of 
the Dingley tariff such as should pro- 
vide for free trade in coal, iron, steel 
and hides. Senator Lodge was equal 
to the occasion. In a powerful speech 
he succeeded in making clear the fact 
that the protective tariff is not a thing 
of shreds and patches, not a mere local 
thing to be twisted and manipulated to 
suit individuals in particular sections, 
but a broad, general, national policy 
which takes account of the greatest 
possible good to the country as a 
whole. In response to this well con- 
ceived nppeal the convention by an 
overwhelming majority voted down the 
reciprocity nnd tariff ripping amend- 
ment nnd adopted as its tariff planks 
the following:

Not only the radical 
differences between parties have to be 
fought to a finish, but conflicting In- 
terests of industries and localities in- 
tensify the struggle. There is no en- 
couragement in the precedent of the 
tariff commission that preceded the 
enactment of the tariff of IS&J to re- 
peat that experiment- 
Tho senate 


framed that measure, cunningly dodg- 
ing around a constitutional provision, 
nud a marvelous ruling by Speaker 
Kelfer sent it to a conference commit- 
tee without giving the house a chance 
to consider It. And that tariff did not 
follow tho lines laid down by the com- 


jWould menace the gulf of Mexico, Xew 
•Orleans, Tampa and our West Indian 
•possessions and protectonwes, has, as 
ia mighty protecting shield, the long, 
curving line of the Greater and Lesser 
Antilles. Those Antilles we already 
command or could instantly command 
as far es and including Culebra, or 
Snake, island, which is little more than 
ten miles from the Danish island of St. 
'Thomas. But the problem is. How far 
could this command extend beyond 
Culebra? 
, If an enemy could command the 
.Virgin passage, between Porto Rieo-| 
and thK Danish islands, and maintain 
a base there, he would have gone far 
toward obtaining the command of the 
Caribbean. Oa the other hand, if we 
could triumphantly maintain our proper 
jstrength in the Virgin passage and 
jwall the sea from Culebra to Curacao 
with our fleet, the Lesser Antilles would 
be of comparatively little value to an 
'enemy. In default of St. Thomas, Cu- 
lebra is the key of; the Caribbean. And 
!it is well that our navy should make 
it the base of its coming maneuvers 
and thus test Its strategic value. 


The country has had too many com- 


missions of various kinds and too much 
money has been wasted in that way. 
It were far better for both the legls- 
lathe and executive departments to 
do the work assigned to thorn by the 
constitution than to attempt to farm it 
ov.t. And as our government Is. and 
in its very nature must continue to be, 
a government by party, it must always 
be impossible to get national taxation 
out of politics.—Washington Post.

MADAME WU TiNGjFANG. 


In the November number of the 


Woman's Home Companion Madame 
Wu Ting-Fang, wife of the 
Chinese 


ambassador, writes as follows about 
her countrymen: 


"It is not to be denied that my peo- 


ple are not so progressive or aggres- 
sive as are the Americans. We are 
ready to acknowledge that we can 
learn much from our zealous Occiden- 
tal cousins, but, with all due respect 
to you, we think there are many things 
that you may learn with profit from 
us. I think of this sometimes when I 
mentally compare your nervous, rush- 
ing, never-resting nation with my own 
less strenuous one The rush of West- 
ern life is in the very atmosphere the 
American breathes. It greets a travel- 
er before he places his foot upon your 
shores. His baggage is seized and 
cheeked before he leaves the steamer; 
the moment he lands 'he is hurried into 
a cab and whirled away to his lodg- 
ings. From Ms windows there he sees 
men going through the streets at a 
speed that would be employed in 
China only in a case of life or death. 
Everywhere he is impressed with the 
nervous haste which appears to be the 
predominating motive of all classes of 
society. 


"Now, in my country, the very op- 


posite of this obtains. There is an equi- 
poise, tranquillity and patience about 
the people, which may be attributed to 
a lack of enterprise, but which adds 
immeasurably to the comfort of their 
daily lives. It is said that as a nation 
we are without nerves; and while this 
statement may be exaggerated, yet it 
is undoubtedly true that the Oriental 
races are not of the nervous- teioupera- 
ment. This absence of nerves is an 
inherited condition. A Chinese baby 
drmks in repose of character with his 
mother's milk. If you doubt this, look 
at our infants an. arms. 
They 
never 


wriggle and squirm with restlessness, 
as do the American babies. And this 
disposition remains with them through 
life. A Chinamani never wastes his en- 
ergy. He takes thingsi deliberately; 
he does not get nervous over his work, 
and this lack of nerves enables him to 
sleep under almost any circumstances 
or in almost any place. To him the 
American impatience i& unaccountable 
He reasons that impatience and hurry 
but make one uncomfortable, and why 
should one do anything so unnecessary 
as to make himself 
uncomfortable? 


No, 'he prefers the even tenor of his 
way, 
even if that way is not all that 


could be desired." 


FUhermen's Superstitions.
